Edward Michael Souza’ wan noxt 
put {nto the witness box, but be- 
fore giving his evidence, Mr..

Many may reeall the 
legend of the crack clipper Ther- 
mopylae arriving in’ the Channel 
ina whole gale and heavy sea and 
having to take on the pilot by 
storming up to windward of the 
cutter, bracing up the main yard 
and fishing the plucky pilot out of 
hig eraft-—bowler hat, umbrella 
and all—in the bight of a gantline 
rove off from the ¢nd of the sway- 
ing yardarm.

PAGEANT 


COLOUR FOR BATTLE 
' ABBEY 


Innumerable heraldic devices em- 
Dlazoned in vivid colours will be 
one of the features ‘of the Battle: 
Abbey Pageant to be held in, the 
Abbey grounds next month. 

Lt is proposed to hang high in 
every tree and on all: the walls, 
shields bearing the coats of arms 
of the leading famllies of | the 
periods concerned, and the air will 
be thick ‘with fluttering banners 
and pennants, | 
— Research hag been carried out “by 
the Rev, BE. &. Dorling, an nuthority 
on heraldry ; to ensure that all the 
devices are historically correct, 
from the great King’s Banner of 
Nlenry VIIL, which had to be no 
legs than 24 feet long by Statutory 
regulationy,* to the long warrior 
shields ‘of the Norman warriors 
bearing: curious devices in spots and 
hands, before the days of heraldry 
proper. 

The great, King’s Banner, which 
will float over the Abbey, bears 
upon its silken surface the Red 
Cross of St. George, the Tudor 
Dragon and Rose, the Fleur-de-lys 
of France, and flames of fire among 
other emblazonings, a contrast to 
the simple flag born at Senlac by 
the Conqueror—then Duke William 
—consisting principally of a yellow 
cross between four blue discs. 


Shields And Banners. 


The students at the Hastings 
School of Art ure: engaged under 
the direction of Mr, Philip Cole In 
making these shields and -banners;

Replying to an invitation to ate 
tend a meeting held in Hampstea 
for a ehnritable purpose, he wrote 
to Lady Pentland, the convener of 
the meeting, assuring her that he 
knew what Hampstead wan Hke fn 
Its attitude to social causes, and 
that it was “the most hopelessly 
damned centre of onllous’ sub- 
urbanism on earth.” 

“You will get no moncy there,” 

he added, “for any good cause.” 
When Shaw Came. 
* Brond-minded Hampstead — men 
will not deny that the suburb has 
in some: respects dcterlorated 
within living memory; but they 
will resent Mr. Shaw's attack all 
the more bitterly because the de- 
terioration dates from the time 
when Hampstead first come’ under 
Mr. Shaw's influence and ia entire- 
ly -duc to it. 

No other suburb in. England, 
Scotland or Wales embraced the 
new gospel of Shavinnism with 
equal enthusiasm, Hampstead read 
Mr, Shaw’s tracts, went to see bis 
plays, swore by his dramatic 
criticism, and defended his most 
audacious jokes to the irate in- 
habitants of Kensington, Baya- 
water and Enling. 

There was a time when Hamp- 
atend was the only place on earth 
whose blood did not boil at men- 
tion of Mr. Shaw's name, 

If, as seemed likely at one time, 
Mr. Shaw had bad to fly for hia 
life, owing to the wrath of the 
exnsperated multitude, he could 
always have found sanetunry In 
Hampstead, and there was not a 
Hampstead woman who would not 
gladly have hidden him in an

1 myself arrived in Mampstead 
about the time when the — craze 
was at its height. The Dukes in 
Mayfair were still asking,: “Who 
iy this fellow, Shaw?"; but Hamp- 
stead could have told them. 

I attended all the first — per- 
formances of the Shaw plays at 
the Court Theatre, antl: apart 
from the dramatic critics (who 
did not pay for their sents), I do 
not remember ever secing a single 
person in the audience who had 
not come from Hampstead, You

WORLD CRISIS 


PROFESSOR CASS 
DECLARATION 


“The first condition for a res- 
toration af an International gold 
standard is a radical cancetlation 
of all war debts. A simple post- 
ponement of a few years woilld 
be of no use. The mere fear of 
a repetition of the present crisis 
would stand in the way of real 
recovery. 

“Any attempt to restume war 
debt payments in the future must 
he expected to produce a new 
erisis, For this reason cancella- 
tion is: imperative.” 

These pertinent supgyestions 
were made by Professor Gustav 
Cassel, the Swedish economist, in 
the last of his Rhodes’ Memorial 
Lectures on the crisis of | the 
world’s monetary system at Ox- 
ford 

“The smooth functioning of the 
gold standard is impossible so 
long as war debtw continue to 
exist he said, 

“\ fime may come when the 
world will find that) the pound 
sterling, om account of its internal 
purchasing power, ist valuable 
curremey, and in addition there 
shold oxist no wide demand for it 
from all countries indebted to 
Great Britain, Thus the pound 
aterling--and with it) presumably 
other sound paper ciurrencies— 
may be restored ta its purchising 
power parity with the dollar, 

A Danger, 

“Such a development, although 
very wholesome in itsell he said, 
would entail the grave danger 
that the authorities in the paper 
standard countries would find the 
moment suitable fora restoration 
of the yok standard. ‘Phere are 
sd many people, even in respon- 
sible positions, who do not under. 
stand that what has happened — is 
something much more serious than 
a temporary abandonment of the 
gold standard and avho belie 
that the eld) system can be: re 
fored, We are confronted — ifow 
wilh a complete breakdown of the 
old international gold. standard 
aystem, including the position of 
gold as aostandard of value, 

Another condition for the res- 
toration of an international sold 
standard must be a reasonable 
freedom of international | trade 
and some guarantee of its stabi- 
lity, and definite guarantees for 
sin ‘co-operation towards the 
atubilisation of the value of gold, 

“The paper countries,” added 
Professor Cassel, “must be qire- 
pared, therefore, for continuing: 
the use of paper standards for 
years, if not for ever, They have 
idrendy shown that they are able 
to secure for there standards +a 
fairly stable purchasing: power in 
terma of commodit The fact 
should be made the starting point 
for a policy by Which the paper 
countries should control, in ther 
common inte the commodity 
value of their currenci¢ : 

It was natural, he said, that 
Great Britain, with London as the 
centre of international payments, 
should take the lead in such a coe 
operation,

Suggestion to Local 
L. T. A. 


IMPROVING THE 
TENNIS — 


CHAMPIONSHIPS 


In an entertaining talk from the 
Hongkong Broadcasting studio last 
evening, Mr. Denis H. Hazell, the 


Somerset county tennis player, re- 
venled how competitors taking 
part in the great Wimbledon tennis 
meeting succeed in achieving this 
distinction. fi 

He also paid a tribute.to the re- 
markable organsing work of Major 
Larcombc and his staff, and 
apropos of these comments made a 
suggostion to the Hongkong Lawn, 
Tennis Association, when he 
said :— 

Finally, aa a suggestion to the 
Hongkong Lawn Tennis Asnociation, 
they might well consider with ad- 
vantage some of the methods adopted 
by the Wimbledon authorities, in the 
running of local Championships. 

Tho continuous play rule might be 
explained and tho amount of time 
allowed games ond sets, stated and 
enforced.

An alleged murder at No, 186 
Portland Street, Mongkok, on the 
night of April 23 had a scquel at the

Pecultar Circumstances. 


Outlining the details, the Coroner 
said the inquiry was to determine 
the cause and the circumstances at. 
tending the death of a woman 
named Lam Pui-king, nyced 27, who 
died of aaphyxin following stran- 
gulation on the morning of April 
24, The circumstances attending 
the death were rather peculiar. 

The deceased was apparently an 
able young woman, She conducted 
uo denitting sehool which — younse 
women, before joining, knitting 
factories, attended. She left her 
family, and fn this manner earned 
her own living at No. 186 Portland 
Street, Where she occupied a room 
near the kitehen, In this cubicle, 
she kepl two knitting machines, and 
in a corner a bed, She was then 
living with a man, who was known 
fo have been in that cubicle that 
night. There was another woman 
sleeping in the cubicle but she did 
not know anything about the case. 
She dlept in a made-up bed near the 
door of the room. 

On the night of April 24-24. 
somebody in the house heard some- 
thing inside this cubicle, As a re- 
: inquiry goon afterwards, 
the deceased was found dead, np- 
parently having “heen strangled. 
The man was not. there when the 
discovery was made, but some 
letiers written by him might throw 
some light on the affair. 

After evidence wns taken, the in- 
quiry was adjourned.

ANNUAL REPORT ON WORK 
OF INSTITUTION 


Since tho estublishment of the 
Canton Hospital,’ 95 years 10, 
probably no poriod of {ta history 
has been #0 significant as the last 
twelve months from July 1, 1980 
to June 30, 1931, atates the annual 
report, for 1930-3], just fasued. 


A new Constitution for the Hos- 
pital has been prepared, The 
Hospital was formally registered 
with the elty Department of Health, 
The Directors have authorized the 
sale of a portion of the old site on 
the efty bund and the immediate 
construction of a new hospital 
block there. Plans for the new 
building aro now nearly completed, 
The municipal government has 
promised $100,000 in exchange for 
the Sai Tauen site and this moncy 
wifl be used for the construction of 
the new building. 


Proposed Medical School. 


_ Moreover a complete Inyout on 
the Lingnan University campus for 
further development of the hos- 
pital and plans for a medical 
school In connexion with the Uni- 
veraity, are being prepared, 


Dr. Pd. Todd declined the in- 
vitation to continue as a member 
of the hospital staff, but did not 
vacate the premises ~ occupied by 
his patients . and staf until 
Yebruary 15. It was then neces~ 
‘sary to make extensive repnirs be- 
fore the entire property could be- 
come available for. the hospital’s 
use, Since the early part of May, 
1OBL the capacity was inereat ad, 
from 36 10 65 beds and the admia- 
siona since that time have con- 
siderably increased.

Th paren rre 21, 1O2, 
ARE THE CHURCHES 
LOSING GROUND? 


The problem which is confront- 
ing St. Andrew's Chureh at Kow- 
Joon is one by no menns confined 
to that particular body. Tt is, in- 
deed, a problem which has given 
rise, to much anxiety even in Eng- 
land, where it can be said = that 
choreh-going is much more firmly 
entrenched than it is here in the 
Fast. Again and again have we 
seen it ‘stressed at religious 
zatherings at Home that there is 
a-marked decline in the number of 
people regularly attending church 
services. Im particular, it ‘had 
been declared that the church is 
failing to attrac. young people to 
Tt ia this latter 
factor which has aroused fears 
amongst many — religious leaders 
that the church is losing ground. 

In these matters, once it Is con- 
ceded that the church is not 
making the appeal that it did, it is 
quite natural that there should ‘be 
considerable searching of heart re- 
garding the couse of the decline. 
So we frequently hear such ques- 
tions as these:—"Are the minis- 
ters of the Gospel at fault?” “Do 
the clergy present their message in 
a form auitable to the present-day 
outlook?” “Do the forms of ser- 
vice need revising?” “Is there 0 
need for. the  re-statement of 
doctrinca in terms more readily 
comprehensible to the masses?” 
These and « hundred and one other 
querica are to be found in the dis- 
cussions which are taking place in 
press and pulpit nowadays. The 
other day, at a religious conference 
In England, one of the spenkers 
declared that the spirit of revolt 
against. the established order of 
things, which is said to, be 
manifesting itself in other spheres, 
is creeping also into the church. 
Tf that is so, there is an obvious 
danger to be guarded against. 
Whatever else may . be doomed 
riecessary to meet tho situation, 
the church and religion’ in general 
muat be the losers if atandards are 
to be lowered and compromises in 
vital mattors are sanctioned. In 
regard to the form of services, We 
touch a matter upon which views 
will necessarily differ. Thero are 
peoplo who favour elnborato ritual; 


its observances, 


‘others who I¢an more towards the 


simpler evangelical appronch to 
God. Wo must give tho ono group 
credit for just as much sincerity 
‘ns tho other, But primarily the 
problem which has to bo faced {s 
not‘one which concerns those who 
are , already actively agsoclated 


belong to any church whatever. It 
ia a similar probicm which is, 
facing some of the churches of 
Hongkong. - 


When wo get'down to basic con- 
siderations, of cqurae, we must 
reallse that religion is something 
vory' much more. than mere atten- 
dance at church services. These 
services are not’ the final in view; 
rather are they to-bo regarded as 
the means by which, as ft were, 
our religious impulses are strong- 
thened. Religion is life. To be 
of real valuc, {t must demonstrate 
itself {nour everyday activities. 
The extent to which a man reflects 
hia religion in hfs Iifo Je the ex- 
tent to which he is entitled to be 
regarded a5 a religious man; it 
represents also the measure of his 
grasp of the essentials. But in 


the present state of human society, 


there must be organised means by 
which the church can express it- 
self and order its growth. And 
the wider tho appenl that these 
agencies make, tho greater will be 
the number of people brought with- 
In the fold. The churches do well 
to look into into the means they 
employ, in their desire to achieve 
maximum results. Never at any 
time in the world’s history was 
there gieater need for the applica- 
tion of the principles of Chris- 
tianity to current problems than 
at present. It is for the church's 
lenders to face the issucs aquarely, 
bet nothing that is beneficial 
lasting will result from any com- 
promising with the great, undying 
truths of the Christian religion,

Sail Sails Out of the Solent, 

A romantic relic linking Eng- 
land’s channel ports with the 
glamourous days of sail is dipping 
its ensign to the prosale course of 
commercial progress, the famous 
Solent pilot cutters being replaced 
by steam yessely, Almost ithe 
only remaining: vestige of hemp ‘and 
canvas and good old marlinespike 
seamanship araund the witerways 
lending to the great port of South- 
ampton is about to sail right out 
of the picture. There are.no bet- 
ter’ snilors on British soundings 
than the far-famed harbour and 
river pilots. L 
legend of the crack clipper Ther- 
mopylae arriving in the Channel 
in 2 whole gale and heavy sea and 
having to take on the pilot by 
storming up to windward of the 
cutter, bracing up the main yard 
and fishing the plucky pilot out of 
his craft-—bowler hat,, umbrella 
and all—in the bight of a gantline 
rove off from the end of the sway- 
ing yardarm. Such daring is 
typical of British pilotage. . There 
ig an air of glamour and adventure 
to the picture of the tiny sailing 
cutters hovering about the broad 
and sometimes boisterous reaches 
of the Solent in this day of stcam 
turbines and quadruple screws. It 
is a sight that thrills the most ex- 
pericnced traveller to watch the 
stout little ketches sail boldly un- 
der the lee of huge ocean liners 
to put a pilot aboard, Rising and 
falling in the heavy seaway, the 
great skill required of those who 
man these comparatively. small 
craft is clearly apparent; euch 
conditions call forth an exhibition 
of seamanship that is. always 
worth watching, To many an 


ocean voyager, the sight , of the 


white sail on the distant sea line 
after long days at sea means pick- 
ing up the pilot—anfe voyage and 
happy landing. Snail sends a mes- 
sago of welcome or farewell to 
travellers aboard the great ocean 
castles of to-day that. no wisp of 
smoke from the smudgy Solent’

A HERALDIC 
PAGEANT 


COLOUR FOR BATTLE 
- ABBEY 


Innumerable heratdic devices em- 
blazoned in vivid colours will be 
one of the features of the Battle 
Abbey Pageant to be held jn the 
‘Abbey grounds next month. 

“It is proposed to hang high in 
every ‘tree and on all the walls, 
shicids bearing the coats of arms 
of the lending families of the 
periods concerned, and the alr will 
be thick with fluttering banners 
and pennants. 

Research has been carried out. by 
the Rev. E. E. Dorling, an authority 
on heraldry; to ensure that all the 
devices are historically correct, 
from the ‘great King’s Banner of 
Henry VIL, which had to be no 
less than 24 fect long by Statutory 
regulations, to the long warrior 
shields of the Norman warriors 
benring curious devices in spots and 
bands, before the days of heraldry 
proper. 

The great King's Banner, which 
will float over the Abbey, bears 
upon its silken surface the 
Cross of St. George, the Tudor 
Dragon’ and Rose, the Fleur-de-lys 
of France, and flames of fire among 
other emblazonings, 0 contrast to 
the simple ffag born at Senlac by 
the Conqueror—then Duke William 
—conaisting principally of a yellow 
cross between four blue discs. 


Shields And Banners 


The students ‘at the Hastings 
School of Art are engaged under 
the direction of Mr, Philip Cole in 
making these shielda and banners; 
and the work is being carried out 
with admirable skill in an atmos- 
phere of medineval England and to 
tho accompaniment of quaint old 
words that are intensely amusing 
to the students. , ence 

“The blazoning of this coat of 
trms is parti per saltire azure and 
argent, with a saltire gules,” _re- 
marked one young woman student 
when I paused to gaze at the arms 
of the Gage family. .

Among the hundreds of conts of 
erms in preparation ore those of 
many well-known Tudor families 
with descendants atill living in the 
vicinity,.such as Lord Gaga (who is 
taking tho part of his ancestor 
Lord Gage), Fiennes of Herstmon- 
ceux, Fuller of Brightling, Lord de 
In Warr, Culpepper of Wakchurat, 
Pelham of Stannier. The ecclestas- 
teal banners ivill {nclude those of 
Westminater, Canterbury, Roches- 
ter, Durham, and of the following 
Bronch abbeys and  monasterics, 
Bee, Contances, Jumieges, Rouen, 
and Marmonttor. . .

when Hampstead firat came undor 
Mr. Shaw's influence and.{s entire- 
ly due to it. ‘ : 

No other suburb in England, 
Scotland or Wales cmbraced tho 
new gospel of Shavianism with 
equat enthusiasm. Hampstead read 
Mr. Shaw’s tracts, went to sco his 
plays, swore by hig dramatic 
criticlam, and defended his most 
audacious. jokes to the trate in- 
habitants of Kensington, Bays- 
water and Ealing. 

There was a time when Hamp- 
stead was the only place on earth 
whose blood did not boil at men- 
tion of Mr, Shaw's name. 

If, as seemed likely at one time, 
Mr. Shaw had had to fly for his 
life, owing to the wrath of the 
exasperated multitude, he could 
always have found sanctuary in 
Hampstead, and there was not a 
Hampstead woman who would not 
gindly have hidden him in an 
attic or under a sofa and played 
the part of Flora, Macdonald = to 
Mr. Shaw's Prince Charlie. 

IT myself arrived in Hampstead 
about the time when the craze 
was at {ts hefght. The Dukes in 
Mayfair were still asking, “Who 
is this fellow, Shaw?”; but Hamp- 
stead could have told them. 

1 attended ‘al! the first per- 
formances of the Shaw plays at 
the Court Theatre, and apart 
from the dramatic critics (who 
did not pay for their sents), I.do 
not remember ever secing a single 
person in the audience who had 
not. come from Hampstead. You 
could tell where they had 
from by the height of their brows 
and the rapt expression of their 
faces. : 

It would take a clever arithmeti- 
cian to count all the money that 
has poured down the hill from 
Mampstend = into © Mr. Shaw's 
pockets. . 

The fame of Hampstead as the 
Shavinn Mecca soon spread, and 
Shavinns came flocking to it from 
all parts. of the country for 
shelter, I know a gimt-who fled 
all the way from Oban ‘ hecauso 
her family could no -longcr. bear 
the sound of Mr, Shaw's name. 
Then there were the three atheists 
from Abertillary. And the vege- 
tarfan cat burglar from Leigh-on- 
Sen. And the anti-sweet-cater 
who trudged all the way on foot 
from’ Truro. 


“ Appy Days.” 


They were 2 most peculiar tot, 
these newcomers, and the natives 
of Hampstead looked at them at 
first with suapicious eyes. The 
butchers were naturally annoyed 
becnuse the neo-Shavians bought 
no ment.

Bofore the advent of Mr. Shaw 
and his gospel, Hampstead had 
been known as “'’Appy *Amp- 
stead,” and {ts inhabitants were 
for tho most part cheerful, 
charitable, ensy-going people. The 
spirit of the placo was embodied 
in those hilnrious, red-faced bus- 
men who drdva their triple toams 
of horses at n snail's pace up 
Rosslyn Will. 


Whose Fault? 


When I first came to Hampstead 
the suburb:was such o nest of 
charity that I have seen a poor 
stranger in n public-house being 
given free. drink after free drink 
by the local customers and heard 
him murmuring rapturously - a8 
he held each glasa in its turn at 
arm’s length and looked and saw 
that {t was real: “Kind hearts aro 
more than coroncts, and simple 
faith than Norman blood.” Yes, 
there were kind hearts. in Hamp- 
stead In those days. 

Then Mr, Shaw wrote “Major 
Barbara” and other plays, telling 
the world at large and Hampstead - 
in particular that poverty wis o. 
crime and that the philanthropy 
of the rich was merely blackmail 
paid to keep the poor quiet. 

Hampstead, the home of charity, 
gasped, but felt that if Mr. Shaw 
said this it must be true. One 
rich Shavian in Fitzjohn’a-avenue 
immediately | cancelled his sub- 
acription to the Leaguo for the 
Suppression of Toy Soldiers, 

The reat of us followed suit. 
remember the agony it cost me 
one day to refuse a penny to a 
cornet-player. 1 longed to give, 
him a penny. 1 would not have - 
minded making it twopence. But 
I’ could not bear the thought of 
being denounced by Mr. Shaw as 
a blackmailer. 

‘In time, to refuse became’ .leas 
difficult. ‘Word went round the 
suburb: “Shaw says we've got to 
be callous. Philanthropy’s only 
black-mail.” ‘And 30 dovotedly 
did we put Mr, Shaw's philosophy 
into practice that, within A short 
time, barrel-organs all but disap- 
peared from tho atrects and good 
causes ceased to call at our doors, 
retreating to the less Shavian 
suburba, such as Highgate and 
Holloway. c 

If we keep our purses shut at 
the present day, and Mr. Shaw 
hurls lis angry vituperations at 
us for our “callous suburbanism,” 
ave can only hurl back the retort: 
“It is.you who have made us 
what we are.”

CANTON HOSPITAL.

Athictic Association in 
China Building, when, at 4.80, he 
saw Cheng and Zimmern appear 
and, Inter, saw them play billiards 
at different tables. It was about 
6.26 when they, accompanied by 
himself and three other Chinese, 
left the place and went to the 
Chinese Civil Service Club In 
Queen's Road Central to gamble. 
A game of pai can was played, 
which witness .merely watched. 
Cheng played and won $148. 

After 26 minutes spent at the 
game, the ‘three of them, ic. 
Cheng, Zimmern and himself, ‘went 
hack to the South China Athletle 
Association. As they entered the 
lift Zimmern said that he would 
like to mnke a bet at billiards, but 
was dissuaded by Cheng who told 
him not to do it and gave him two 
dollars. * 

They finally left the South China 
about 7 p.m. walking. to join tha 
Austin Seven owned by Cheng at 
Stanley Street.

TAX’?S MANOEUVRE 

An {neident which occurred dur- 
ing the King’s Birthday Parade, 
whilst the troops were marching 
ntong Queen's Road Central near 
the Hongkong Hotel, had n sequel 
at the Police Court, before Mr. 
Schofleld this morning, when a 
tuxi-driver was’ summoned for 
dangerous driving.
